EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

3. Claims 1 -1 9 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The art of 
record (Scanlon, 3,609,904) does not disclose or make obvious a cartridge as claimed 
wherein the striker member extends along the recess, the recess including an end 
formed between the projection and the end member or that the recess being spaced 
forwardly of the striker member and extending to an end extending about the striker 
member.
